now have te pay more dollars, 

14. Lhe Committee of this Chamber 
fecls that thy outdook for the future of 
ailver must be » factor of impor- 
innce in dcliborations upon the question 
of whether Fixity of Exchenge is: advis- 
ablo or inodvisablo for thie Colony. It 
jg admitted that totouch on this point is 
te enter upon what cannot be forescen with 
uny depreo of reliabitity : but novertheless, 
it seems not inappropriate in this connec- 
tion te poimt out that there are members of j 
this Chamber who view the Treaty between 
Brituin and Chins, recently arranged by 
Sir James Mackay, as not unlikely im years 
to come to affect silver.
